1. In the Sch Article we fay, I believe in the 


Holy Ghoft. Bur here, not to infift upon the Part. 


cle Jn, fince Bihop Pearfon (that excellent Expoft- 
cor of the Creed ) .for very good reafon refufes to 
lay anv Strefs uponit ; Whatdowe Mean by this 
proieffion cf our Faith 2? Do we mean no more than 
that, according to the Socinian Glofs, we believe in 
the Energy or Power of God 2? But if this be all 
that we here poffefs, whar is this Diftinct from the 


Article, J believe in God, the Pather Almighty ? 


And therefore it is neceffary, that we here believe 
in the Holy Gholt, nor as an Attribute of God, but 
as a Partner inthe Godhead. And if we can be per- 
{waded {as indeed we muft ) that thus much is 
intended in the Article,we fhall find it no hard Mat- 
ter to periwade our feives, that fome of thofe Ex- 
preffions in the Creed, which are referd to Chrift, 
were defign'd by the Compilers to denote His God- 
head. | 

We beg leave to iliufttrate the fame by a Compa- 
rative Merhod. In the Third Article we repear, 
Now, tho’ Chrift muft be own'd tobe 
Son of God a Fourfold way, befide thar Declarative 
of his Divinity; yet fince the Scriptures reprefent 


“him as the’ Son of God by a more Eminent, namely, 


cn Eternal Generation ; have we not Rea{on to be- 
heve, that the Authors of the Creed intended the 
Expre‘lion in the moft exalted Sente ? And whathas 
been here comparatively faid of Chrift, may the 
fame way be egually applied to she Hely Ghoft. 
And the Apoftle’s Creed, as well as chat of Athanafi- 
us, requires us to believe, that there is one Perfon 


of the Father, another of the Son, and anccher of 
the Holy Ghoft. 


If you enquire the Reafon. why the Doctrine of 
the ‘L'rinity is move Expreflively deliver in the 
Atkanafian than in the Apoftie’s Creed, we aniwer, 
that the Elufive Sub:lery of the Arrian Hereticks 
made it Necefiary. 

—Q. Being ollig’d to the Teftimony of my Senfes for 
te knowledge of External Objcéts, and the Devil be- 


rial a Point lefe out in toe Apoftle’s Creed, 


ing confefsd to have a Power of impofing on us Falfhood 
under the colour of Truth, by fal/e Reprefentations of 
the Objeét.

A. Of the Skins of Beafts, as we learn from Gen. 
3. 21. At what time itis nor irrationally thoughr, 
that Beafts were firft appointed’ to be offer'd up in 
Sacrifice ; the Skins of which God was pleas’d to

might be a Covering, both to hide their Nakednefs, 
and to defend them from the Inclemencies of the.

— Q. Gentlemen, Ihumbly ask your Pardon for taking 
the Liberty to fay ‘tis my Opinion, that your ‘in{[wer to 
the undermention’d Queftien in your Paper Numb, 8.
